When it was opened one of the 
first discussions was about 
the name the school was going 
to have. 

There are still teachers 
in the Institute who remember 
the discussions- One of them is 
Angel Larraia, who very 
kindly has helped me to find 
out more pieces of informa- 
tion about the choice of the 
name, 

The teachers proposed 
three names: a) Amaia; b) Ju- 
lio Caro Baroja and c) Ibaial- 
de ( by Angel Larraia) 

At a teachers' vote 
Amaia got nine votes, Julio 
Caro Baroja eight and Ibaial- 
de won with eleven votes, 

IBAIALDE means near 
the river. The school is built 
near the Arga river. The name 
of the school is in Basque be- 
cause the terminology of the 
area is in Basque too. 

The other names were 
not chosen because they didn't 
have a direct relationship with 
Burlada. Hilarion could have 
been another name for the In- 
stitute, but there was already a 
school with that name, 

Although the name of 
this school is in Basque, they 
began to teach in this language 
only three years ago, obtai- 
ning in three years a conside- 
rable number of pupils.

You could speak to it in 
any language and about many 
topics: we spoke to it about 
Miguel INDURAIN and it said 
it prefered Perico.

To get inside 
you have to pay 8.000 pts!!!, 
but it was worth paying it. It 
was like a dream: we saw Alice 
in Wonderland; went into a 
house full of ghosts and corp- 
ses; into the Sleeping Beauty's 
palace; through old mines; 
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walked along a main street ta- 
ken from the last century in the 
USA with the train along it;.~ 
everything looked so real we 
didn't even realise we were cold 
or hungry while we were there. 
It snowed and we nearly forgot 
to have lunch. It's very difficult 
to explain what our feelings 
were at that moment. It was like 
being in a film. 

There we also met Chip 
and Chop and made some more 
photographs. We also saw 
Goofy, dressed as a cowboy. 

The fair was closed at 6, 
but pubs, shops and shows 
didn't close till much later. 

At 10 we were back at the 
hotel. We were all very excited 
after the visit, it was unforgot- 
table!

Last summer Pedro ECHEGOYEN, now studying COU 
obtained a scholarship to go to England for a month. Here he 
teils us something about his experience 



Since I vvas a child I often 
dreamed about making atravel 
to a different country to admire 
monuments, famous places,... 
but when I was in the middle of 
the way I always woke up. I 
knew it was all a dream, 
impossible to be truth. I would 
never be able to go to Paris, 
Venice, London,... 

However my luck 
suddenly changed last year. One 
day, during an English lesson 
our teacher, Pilar ARIÑO, 
informed us about a State grant 
in which we could take part if 
we had some requirements. I 
didn't pay much attention to it 
(like most people) because I 
thought I had to fill in all the 
details of the form for nothing. 
But Pilar offered herself to help 
us to write everything that the 
form asked for. Then I thought 
I had nothing to lose... and I 
filled it. 



One month later I 
recieved a certificate card from 
the local government explaining 
me that I had obtained a grant 
to spend one summer monthin 
England. I couldn't believe that 
was happening to me, the 
unluckiest boy in the world! 

You can imagine the rest 
When the course ended I hardly 
had time to rest because in less 
than two weeks I had to buy a 
lot of for the travel and consult 
my friends about the clothes, 
the money,... you know. Besides 
that it vvas the first time I was 
going out (to a different country) 
and I didn't get used to having 
so much luggage. 

On the other hand the 
joumey vvas very tiring: I had to 
go to Madrid to take the plane to 
England. 

The first day in England 



was the vvorst. I couldn't keep 
on living the way I used to 
because things were obviously 
different. I had dinner at 7:30 
p.m. and the packed lunch we 
had at the English school for 
foreign students was really 
horrible (an apple, a sandwich, 
a cake and a potato chip bag). 

Hovvever, although I lost 
weight, I met many English 
and Spanish people and made a 
lot of new friends. Besides, we 
made some excursions to 
interesting and wonderful 
places like London, Canterbury 
(which was full of Spanish 
people), Leeds Castle,... 

The last day we all wished 
not to finish our holiday, our 
dream there, but vve had to come 
back. 

It vvas a great experience 
and I want to thank Pilar 
ARIÑO for encouraging me to 
apply for the scholarship:

-How did you get into 
the music world? 

I didn't enter, they got me 
because when I was studying I 
worked as a "pipa" of some 
groups. I was learning how to 
manage the mixer, but most of 
all I used to run down and re- 
charged the amplifier at wee- 
kends and I earnt some money 
with some rock groups of the 
epoch. 

-Do you like your work? 

Yes, all jobs have a good 
and a bad aspect, but compa- 
ring it to others, I'm really 
happy. 

-Have you studied mu- 
sic or anything related to it? 

Yes, I learnt how to read 
music and play several classi- 
cal instruments, but, actually, it 
was because my mum wanted 
that I didn't have any intention 
or any idea of what I was going 
to be. It was because my 
mother's friends sent their chil- 
dren, just for education, to learn 
that. 

The work that I do is a 
day to day one, memorising and 
compiling pieces of informa- 
tion as time goes by, updating 
them and taking care of them. 

-How do you feel when 
you are on the air and you 
know there are a lot of people 
listenning to you? 

Usually you don't realise 
of it. You are conscious when 
you leave and people tell you "/ 
heard you on the bus" and it 
surprises you. Sometimes you 
pay more attention than others.

You are on the air for such a 
long time. 

- What influences the se- 
lection of music played on the 
programme? Are you told 
which records you have to put 
on and when? 

There are sixty radio sta- 
tions and they are directed ac- 
cording to several criteria: 
audiences, the power of the 
stations, ... I usually go to 
Madrid eveiy Tuesday and the 
songs which are going to be 
listened to on the 40 Principa- 
les programmes all over Spain 
are chosen there. 

The record companies 
present their products and they 
are selected, you sent the list 
which isn't rigid, but flexible, 
depending on the coordinators 
of each radio station, me in 
Pamplona. The coordinator can 
include local groups important 
in their places. I don't have to 
stick to the list. 



-When it's your turn on 
the air, do you put on the 
music you like? 

What we do, and it's done 
everywhere, it's make a colour 
diagram, a colour list according 
to the colour of each record: 
red, green, blue, black and white 
in this order. 

The red record is listened 
the most and the white one the 
least. They go in order and this 
can't be changed, except when 
there's something special. The 
red is played every two hours, 
the green once every two and a 
half hours, the blue every three 
and a half, the black every four 
and the white one every four 
and a half . 

-What do you do when 
your mind is blank? 

It never happens to me, 
you laugh, you chatter a bit, and 
that's all. I try the best I can to 
be natural.

Actually there are people 
who are a bit stiff on the air, 
people who are beginning to sit 
near the microphone and say 
"hello, what's new?" and " good 
afternoon" and they sound like 
Joaquih Prat and really you have 
to talk to a certain type of peo- 
ple in a very direct language. I 
can't use the vocabulary of the 
Real Academy when I'm spea- 
king to young people. I think 
you should talk in the same way 
as you chat in the streets, with 
your friends. If you've made a 
mistake you should say so and 
that's all. 

-Do you suffer from 
stress or do you relax and 
enjoy each moment? 

No, I don't suffer from 
stress because I 've been wor- 
king for a long time and in fact 
I enjoy what I do. 

-Does the music reflect 
your mood? 

At a personal level, I like 
the programme that Im doing 
now because it reminds me of 
things that I 've done other ti- 
mes. I put on songs with the 
intention of pleasing you or 
whoever is listenning to us. 

Listenning just for plea- 
sure it's different from listen- 
ning trying to sell. 

-When you flnish your 
work, do you carry on listen- 
ning to music or do you turn 
off completely? 

I have to go on listening, 
and I usually do, but I like lis- 
tenning to the radio where I'm 
working (working on it it's dif- 
ferent from listenning to it) to 



know how it sounds, vvhat goes 
wrong or what doesn't.. this is 
fundamental. I like the spoken 
radio very much. At the mo- 
ment I like some stations a lot 
and I have some friends who 
used to work with me and are 
now working in other stations, 
whose programmes I like lis- 
tenning to; but they are not 
normally musical programmes. 
I only listen to the 40 Principa- 
les. 



especialised programmes that I 
love. 

I have friends in nearly 
all the radio stations and I listen 
to them. Nevertheless, I have 
no rival till now! 

-How did you come to 
work in the 40 Principales? 

I started working in a 
programme called "Perimetro, 
diametro y radio" in OM as a

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-Do you critise other 
programmes a lot? 

No, I don't usually listen 
to the competitors because they 
are the "enemies". I don't mind 
telling you which stations I like 
best. At the spoken radio level I 
love listenning to Onda Cero, 
where I have lots of friends. At 
the musical radio level, as I said 
before, I only listen to the 40 
Principales. But I should have 
said that I also listen to other 
stations such as Radio 3 (RNE) 
vvhich has really wonderful 



child (the funny boy who al- 
ways slipped down). Bit by bit 
they gave me more scope be- 
cause I kept on. From there they 
transferred me to FM to work 
short periods and then with the 
time Radio Formula started. 

-How long do you work 
with music every day? 

I work now in music and 
publicity. I usually work 5 or 6 
hours a day in publicity and 
after that I spend some time on 
organisation and publicity. I 
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mean, a lot of hours a day. 

-What are the qualities 
a person needs for this job? 

Well, first of all he should 
have a good voice and be Spa- 
nish -no, I'm joking-. Now se- 
riously, even an American has 
worked here. 

The person interested in 
this work should be able to 
communicate, knovv a little 
about music, a minimum of 
English. People, young people 
should identify with him, we 
don't need somebody who 
makes people think they are 
talking to a martian. 

-How are you when you 
don't have the radio to back 
you up? 

It depends on the people 
I'm with. Here I'm in my envi- 
ronment but I'm very shy. At 
the radio station you feel at 



home. People form a vvrong idea 
of me from the radio. 

- What kind of music do 
you like apart from what 
comes from Madrid? 

I like a bit of everything, 
I'm a bit like a chamaleon. I'm 
quite a pop music fan, I really 
do like pop music. It's on and 
off and it depends on the 
moment, perhaps I like a pop 
music song in the small hours 
or I buy Alejandro Sanz's re- 
cord to have it in the car, I don't 
mind. It's the same. I'm going 
to buy a record of a group such 
as "Juru Gurus" or "Cristina y 
los subterraneos" . 

-Any anecdotes? 

Yes, millions have hap- 
pened to me. I have had just 
about everything. From people 
who have fallen in love vvith me 
to those who threatened me and 
wanted to kill me or things like 



that. 

I remember a girl in a 
wheelchair who listened to the 
radio all day and she loved my 
voice. Her family phoned me 
telling me that she was obses- 
sed by the idea. This, on the one 
hand sounds very nice, but on 
the other hand... 

It's something that comes 
with popularity, people get trap- 
ped in such a way... 

I have never been con- 
cious of being a popular guy but 
I believe I have always been 
natural and very normal. When 
something like this happens to 
you you think about vvhat vvon't 
happen to Julio Iglesias. 

Well, I can't tell vou anv 
specific anecdote. Each day is 
an adventure.

Young 
people had a great respect 
towards the old. On Sundays 
old and young people used to 
go out, have some chiquitos, 
and everybody enjoyed himself/ 
herself. Now I don't trust 
anybody because there is very 
little respect and education. 

-Do you like the fact that now 



everybody can go to school 
for alongtime? 
Victoria: We are delighted. 
When I was going to marry I 
said to myself that if one day I 
had any children, they would 
go to school. All of our children 
have gone to school from the 
age of three to the age of 14. 
Now one of them is a priest in 
Costa Rica. We've tried that 
our children didn't live the bad 
things we had to. My God, 
nobody knows what to live 
without being able to read or 
write is. Another thing, if I knew 
how to write well I would like 
to write cuatro palabricas in 
the newspapers about 
everything what is happening. 

-Was it difficult for you to 
bring up all your children? 
Pedro: Uf,... very difficult. 
When I got married I earned 6 
pesetas per hour. When I was 
14 years old I was working 
twelve hours a day in a factory 
and they paid me 1 peseta per 
hour. After that I worked four 
hours more selling coal. One 
day my mother told me to buy 
one real of coffee and one 
ochena of sugar,... but I bought 
canicas. We were two brothers 
and we never suffer misery. 
Victoria: I had to work because 
I had six children. One of them 
died. I got on well with my 
neighbours and they helped me 
a lot. My husband worked at a 
mill, so we always had fire- 
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wood and the kitchen was al- 
ways hot. If our neighbours 
couldn't heat their houses, they 
came to ours. I also worked at 
Anises Esparza, but my chil- 
dren told me "Don 't work more, 
mum", so I left it. If I had wor- 
ked five months more I would 
have a pension now. 

-Which things did you like to 
do do when you were young? 
Pedro: Ha, ha,... then there 
wasn't anything. 
Victoria: On Sundays I worked 
as a nurse, that was my 
entertaiment(...). I like to travel, 
in fact we went to Rome when 
our children were adults. 

-How did you meet? 
Pedro: She was serving at the 
pharmacy of Villava. I used to 
pass by every day when she was 
hanging the carpets to dry them. 
(Raquel, their granddaughter 
tells us that she had a lot of 
pretenders). Westarted to go out 
together. After six years we got 
married. 



-Victoria, were you very beau- 
tiful when you were young? 
Victoria: I'm even pretty now 
(laughing). 

-Have you got on well all these 
years? 

Pedro: There has been a bit of 
everything, good and bad hings. 

-Do you think you really know 
one another after so many 
years together? 
Victoria- I suppose so, but 
nevertheless there are always 
things in the other person that 
surprises you. 

- What do you think about life 
nowadays? 

Pedro: They say there is a lot of 
people in need, that there isn't 
work,... but there are lots of 
people who spend money like 
water. 

-What do you do every day? 
Pedro: She does the shopping, 
the ironing, looks after the 
house. She is very tidy and 



clean. Even, sometimes, she 
does the washing of her grand- 
children. 

Victoria: On Sundays we play 
cards, the porrazo, we bet one 
peseta and we argue a lot. 
Pedro: That isn't arguing, 
arguing is when you slap your 
wife on her face (he laughs), 
when you leave your home,... 
Victoria : To leave home? 
where are you going to find 
another silly woman like me to 
stand yo\x.(she laughs too) 

We left them after 
spending a fantastic time 
together. Pedro also told us that 
he is a member of the ADORA- 
CION NOCTURNA. He was 
one of the 85 founders, now 
he's the only one alive and they 
are going to offer him an 
Homenaje in June.

We live in EUGUI, a small 
village situated 27 kms. north 
of Pamplona. Every day we 
must travel. We spend about 
three hundred and twenty hours 
a year in the travel from Eugui 
toIBAIALDE andback. 
Every day we get up at half past 
six or a quarter to seven more or 
less because we have to take the 
bus at seven. Usually , when we 
are waiting for the bus, it's very 
cold and rainy. 

During the journey it's very 
difficult to make good use of 
the time, of the f orty minutes of 
thetravel becausethebusmoves 
a lot and it's dark in the mor- 
ning, and we are tired in the 
afternoon when we come back. 
We usually listen to music and 
talk.

to eight Many times we find 
the doors of the school closed, 
and others, even though they 
are open, the caretaker someti- 
mes doesn't let us get in the 
school and we must stay out 
After classes it's the same. The 
bus leaves BURLADA at a 
quarter past three. When we 
leave the school we have to 
wait for it only for 15 minutes, 
but on Tuesdays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays it's different, we 
have to be waiting for an hour 
and fifteen minutes. 
Finally we arrive home at ten to 
four, so we don't finish our 
lunch until half pastfour. While 
other students are already stud- 
ying, doing some homework or 
watching TV, we are traveling. 
It's very difñcult for us to par- 



ticipate in any on the extra- 
acti vities of the school like pho- 
tography, sports, magazines,... 
because most of our parents 
work and we have no way to 
return to Eugui, we can always 
hitchhike, but that's not safe 
nowadays. x 

In the end we waste almost two 
hours a day traveling to Burla- 
da and back, so we haven't got 
much time to spend on oursel- 
ves.

Rodolfo IZAL, priest 
from VILLAVA was so- 
metime aço invitedto lea- 
ve MEXICO. 

Hello, we would like to make 
you an interview for the ma- 
gazineofourHigh-school.Can 
you tell us something about 
your life? 

Yes, ofcourse. I was born in 
Villava 36 years ago. I studied 
theology in Mexico and I was 
ordaned as a priest in June 
1983. 1 have worked in Hon- 
duras and in El Salvador, and 
later I went to the diocese of 
San Cristobal de las Casas, to 
do a job which has lasted 
more than five years.

blem is there? 

Chiapas is the most southern 
and poorest state in the Mexi- 
can Republic, bordering Gua- 
temala with 74.000 km 2 , and 
3.200.000 people, more than a 
million of them are native 
ones, and 30% of them illite- 
rate Most of those who can 
read and write have no 
primary education. The 
health conditions are preca- 
rious, the peasants have to 
walk for hours to see a doc- 
tor, who perhaps is not there, 
or who possibly can not just 
see them. Life expectancy is is 
very small after 70. Every 
year more than 15.000 people 
die in this Mexican state 
because of hunger and mal- 
nutrition, or just from illnes- 
ses very easy to heal in any 
other western country. 

What do the Chiapanecos 
want? 

They declared war on the 
army and Mexican Govern- 
ment as the only solution for 
so many years of fighting the 
Corrupted Government. They 
don't want the power, just

food, education,. housing, 
freedom, democracy, ... and 
an efective justice. 

How can we help? 

/n Spain , in Navarra, there 
are various non-government 
organizations. There is one in 
Villava (Support Group for 
Chiapas). They collect money 
for schools, hospitals, ...etc, 
and most important, they 
inform people of these pro- 
blems and collect signatures 
to be sent there, to the Mexi- 
can Government, condening 
the situations, the expulsion 
of 12 priests, etc. We could 
also send letters to the Mexi- 
can Government so that they 
could see that more and more 
people disagree with the un- 
fair situation of the people in 
Chiapas. You, young people 
have to start helping with 
these kind of things.

Where were you born? 

I was born in Teheran, 
the capital city of Iran. 
When did you come to 
Spain, and why? 
I came to Spain in 1975, 
when I was quite y oung.

The main aim oflBAIALDE TV i 

is to encourage all our students to 
use their English language. We 
think that their use of the language 
comes not just in the recording of 
the programme, but especially dur- 
ing the preparation which is nec- 
essary to make a project like this. 
Before detailed work starts, we 
have to produce an outline script. 
It allows ideas then to be debated 
with our students. It is worth point- 
ing out that the groups which be- 
come familiar with the use of the 
video often find the transition from 
the script to production relatively 
easy (some of the students who 
have taken part in theproject had 
worked before with home-cam- 
eras, audio systems, photo,..).In 
any group of students there are 
always some who are much 
keener on using these materials 
than the teachers. For this reason 
we try to pass responsability on 
to them, conscious that they can 
do it. This allows teachers to be 
free to move around and monitor 
the language used by the sub- 
groups as they work. 
The range of possibilities is end- 
less, and a quick brainstorm with 
a group produces many new 
ideas. We took some of them for 
our Afternoon Magazine and had 
to leave many others for the next 
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time. 

IBAIALDE TV tries to be a tel- 
evision production workshop 
that provides a realistic, effec- 
tive and popular way of acquir- 
ing and practising communicative 
skills. The end result is relatively 
unimportant, although we feel 
very proud of it. Television is 
used as a catalyst for language 
work, rather than as a medium 
for presenting it. There is an un- 
limited range of formats and pro- 
gramme themes which can be 
used, but the essence is that 
when preparing their own televi- 
sion material, learners become 
actively involved in key commu- 
nicative activities such as asking 
and answering questions, writ- 
ing scripts, using the language in 
a controlled situation,... We, the 
teachers, hope that making pro- 
grammes is exciting and it can 
motivate the majority of our stu- 
dents to get involved in using the 
language. It presents, addition- 
ally, an interesting challenge for 
us, and can lead to the introduc- 
tion of new approaches and to a 
re-evaluation of our own role. 
The making of a programme is 
seen as an extension of the class- 
room-work and helps them over- 
come their inhibitions.

The third is Rob ULLARTHONE 
who has left Pamplona to play in 
the Premier League in England. 
He's left wing. If you're ready we 
can start. Jerry, why are you play- 
ing here, in an unknown team as 
Osasuna, in a small city as 
Pamplona in the middle of no- 
where? 

SIMONS: Osasuna is not un- 
known because they were play- 



ing five or six years ago against 
Ajax the UEFA CUP. My old 
trainer Leo BENHAKER told me 
that Osasuna was trying to re- 
turn to the first Division ant that 
Pamplona was a good city too, 
with nice people and as I wanted 
something different for a 
change, so I came here. 

JAVI: What do you know about 
that team of Osasuna that beat 
Real Madrid 0-4 and then played 
the UEFA? Do you remember any 
players? 

SIMONS: The team? the team 
that were playing against Ajax? 
No, no,... only one 
(hesitates)i7rfe<3H. 

ITZIAR: Fabian, where do you 
live best, here or in your country? 
DE FREITAS. In Holland. Ican 
live well here but in the end I 
would like to go back to Hol- 
land because my family is there 
and I think that 's very important. 
I can live well, very well here 
because the people are nice and 



the surroundings are very nice 
too, but in the end it's better in 
Holland because my family is 
there, and my friends. 

LUTXI: Rob, what do you know 
about the very famous festivals, 
the Sanfermines?

JAVT: For example, what 
would you say to people 
in this High School who 
are playing football? 
ULLARTHONE: If 
you 're a good player, 
keep what you 're doing 
and listen to some ad- 
vice, good advice, and 
if I were in England 
now it's important to 
keep out of troubles. 

ITZIAR: Jerry, what's 
your opinion about the 
big quantities invested in 
football?

Last October Ibaialde saw the beginning of this new activity. 
11 students from 2 nd and 3 rd ESO have learnt to use multimedia

ingan audiovisual workshophere 
at Ibaialde?, actually, I don't 
know, maybe it all began last year 
when Juantxo encouraged a group 
of teachers in the English Depart- 
ment to collaborate with him, so 
we planned some activities with 
students and then we recorded 
them. 

We realised we had fantastic ma- 
terial to be used in class. And be- 
sides that, we had students ready 
to work from almost all levels in 
the school, some collaborating to 
record, others to present, others 
to... well, the list of possible tasks 
is endless. 

At the beginning of this year 
Juantxo informed us he was leav- 
ing the school, he had joined the 
CAP (a Center created to provide 
help to all those teachers working 
on different projects at their 
schools). We accepted the chal- 
lenge to continue on our own as 
soon as he promised to be always 
available. Besides that we got 
some material to add to the cam- 
era, video-recorder, mikes,... we 
had got last year.

... We decorated the classroom 
and, with regular visits from 
Juantxo, we began to learn how to 
operate those machines. 
Since then the Audiovisual work-

Ibaialde and the EU 

Ibaialde is participating in an EU programme in collaboration with two 
European Schools in Italy and Germany 

Ibaialde's News: What is 
COMENIUS? 

Manolo Carcar: It's an European 
project sponsored by the EU. 
Schools from three different coun- 
tries take part in it. 
Sagrario Ruiz: In our case there 
is a school in Germany (Hallen) 
and another in Italy (Molla di 
Bari), and we are the third. 
IN'Hovv didyou start this project? 
M.: COMENIUS was presented in 
Pamplona to several schools, here 
at EB AIALDE Juan Carlos Miigica 
loved the idea and convinced other 
teachers to work. We elaborated a 
project and the EU agency SOC- 
RATES chose the two schools 
which suited best our project. 
IN: What 's the project about? 
S: It's a three year project, and this 
is our second year. In our project 
we are investigating everyday life 
in three towns in Italy, Germany 
and Spain in the XVI and XVII 
centuries. At present we are study- 
ing sorcery then. The idea is to pre- 
pare a unit to be used at school by 
our students and many more. 
M: As the project is related to 
many many aspects there are teach- 
ers from different departments: 
History (Felixlmizcoz), Literature 
(Sagrario), Photography (Iñaki 
Ustarroz), Music (Juan Carlos 
Mugica) and old and modern lan- 
guages (Oscar Gilarrondo and me). 
IN: And the students? 
S: They participate in different 
ways. Last year many visited the 
exposition we prepared about eve- 
ryday life in three towns in these 
countries. 

M: This year students from 3 rd 
BUP and COU are collaborating 
with the teachers. We meet on 
Monday afternoons. We are col- 
lecting information about sorcery 




in those centuries. We also had 
some excursions, to Arteta (vid. 
photos) or Zugarramurdi. 
S: Some students who have regu- 
lar contacts with their colleagues 
through INTERNET. And the 
teachers have also visited those 
schools, Felix and Oscar went to 
Germany, and Manolo and I trav- 
elled to Italy. 

M: It's very interesting because it 



contributes to open relations 
among schools with letters, e- 
mails,... and also promotes in our 
pupils the method of investigation 
and the interest for other languages 
and countries.

Making friends in Germany 




In June a group of 27 students (2 1 

girls and 6 boys) from 2nd and 3rd 
ESO travelled to Germany. We 
went there from the 14* of June to 
the 26 th . The town's name is 
Hungen and it is situated 50 kms. 
north of Frankfort. There are two 
lakes: a big one and a small one, 
an old castle, some restaurants, 
pubs, supermarkets, ... and a train 
which crosses the town very 
frecuently during the day and at 
night. 

The town has indoor and outdoor 
sports facilities, so you can prac- 
tise all kind of sports, unfortu- 
nately the weather was very bad. 
The school of the German's stu- 
dents is Gesamtschule. This 
school has got more than a thou- 
sand students from 1 1 to 20. They 
start school at eight in the morn- 
ing and finish at 12.30 or 13.15 in 
the afternoon. Their classes last 45 
minutes . They start classes at the 
beginning of September and fin- 
ish in the middle of July, so they 
only have six weeks off in sum- 
mer, but they have longer holiday 
at Christmas. 

The school is quite big. It has nine 
or ten different buildings. We saw 
the library, the computer's class- 
room, and many other parts of the 
school. The students at school act 
like the pupils we see on tv. pro- 
grammes: they stay in the corri- 
dors during the breaks, they are all 
the time going from one class to 
another, during the breaks they 
don't have to stay at school and can 
go out (there aren't fences), ... In 
class they study the same things 
we do, but in English they study 
books of history or things like this. 
There in Hungen they organised 
all kind of activities for us. We 
have to thank everybody at school, 
but especially the teachers of the 
English Conference: Mr. 



Hausotter, Mrs. Maya, Mrs. 
Schneider and Mr. Horstmann. 
Everybody was very kind and we 
felt as if we were at home. Thanks 
a lot for everything! 

The Trip to Germany 

The trip from Burlada started at 
7.30 on June 14. It was by bus and 
it was going to take us almost two 
days. Nevertheless it was not so tir- 
ing because we spent the night in a 
hotel in Rheims.

M: We are with Mr.Ingolf Hoefer 
The Headmaster of Gesamtshulen. 
JVhat do you think about this High 
School? 

Mr.H.: Our school is rather big, 
we have pupils from 11 to 20 
years, it is a school of about 1 100 
pupils and I think in our school 
education we have some especial 
points of interest and these points 
are Solidarity and Friendship be- 
tween people in the world, there- 
fore, we are very glad to have a 
lot of international contacts, it is 
important for our school. 
B: How long have you been the 
Principal of this High School? 
Mr. H.: I have worked in the 
school since 1983 but I have been 
the Principal of this High School 
for about 3 years. 
M: What do you think about these 
exchanges? 

Mr. H.: I think it is a very good 
thing because students of differ- 
ent countries learn a lot about their 
neighbours and about the condi- 
tions of life in the other country, 
and I think this knowledge about 
other people is a very important 
thing for spiritual development, 
and it is a very important thing to 
prevent wars everywhere. If peo- 
ple knew better one another, there 
would be much more peace in the 
world. 

B: Have you done any other ex- 
changes? 

Mr. H.: Yes, we have exchanges 
with two French schools, one near 
Lyon and the other one in Lyon. 
One is for younger pupils and the 
second for advanced students. We 
have exchanges with two Ameri- 
can High Schools in Buffalo and 
Colorado. We have contacts with 
a school in Mozambique but it is 
not a students' exchange because 
the journey is too long and too ex- 
pensive but we have very good re- 
lations and sometimes delegations 



visit us. 

When we have exchanges we 
have also the interest of the devel- 
oping knowledge of the other lan- 
guage and I think it is a pity that 
up to now we don't have many 
pupils who learn Spanish. I think 
it might incite pupils to learn 
Spanishonce theyhave seenyou. 
We have one exchange we can not 
work with the language, it is in 
Romania but the language is Hun- 
garian. (...) Español es muy fdcil 
en comparacion. 
M: What are the good things for 
your school with this exchange? 
Mr. H.: Just the hope to meet 
other people, to know something 
about you, to know conditions in 
other country. Students are even 
more interested in their own coun- 
try when they compare it with 
other life conditions. 
B: What do you think about Span- 
ish people? 

Mr. H.:I must say I like very 
muchtogoto Spain, since 1968 
Fve often been to Spain. It is a 
beautiful country, first I think peo- 
ple are very agreeable but many 
times there are problems of lan- 
guage in Spain with regional lan- 
guages. It is a small problem be- 
cause when we learn something 
it is always Castellano, when we 
go to Catalonia it is already a lit- 
tle problem to understand or to ex- 
press ourselves. You don't ahvays 
speak Castellano. Where you are, 
do you speak Basque?... I think 
Basque is very difficult for stran- 
gers. 

M: What differences do you see 
between Spanish and German 
people? 

Mr. H.:It is difficult to generalize 
because we are told the Germans 
are very well organised, often peo- 
ple say that the Southern countries 




are less organised, less conscious. 
I can tell you something that Mr 
Hausotter told me yesterday. He 
said that Spanish are noisier than 
Germans. In the bus it was very 
noisy, maybe it is a difference, 
maybe you are more explosive. 
B: Do you want to do another ex- 
change with Spain? 
Mr. H.: I would like very much to 
continue, and I think If this first 
exchange works well we shall 
continue. It is always the first one 
which is very important, if you and 
your partners are convinced to be 
able to continue, it'll continue. 
M: What do you think about 
Spain? 

Mr. H.: There is something of the 
Historical aspect in Spain which 
is very appreciated. When I first 
went to Spain it was still Spain 
under Franco and I think the po- 
litical development towards de- 
mocracy in Spain is a very good 
example for quite a lot of people. 
When there was a military attempt 
(February 23, 1 98 1 ), I think it was 
very good that your King de- 
fended democracy. The develop- 
ment of democracy in Spain is 
something fantastic.

Because I stayed that night with 
is boy. I decided to stay every night in bed 
vvith the boy that I met. For that I had t\vo 
abortions. One day they carried me to a 
►spital because I was bleeding very badly 
fcause of my last abortion. When I arrived 
at the hospital. I felt that death \vas nearer 
than I had ever felt but it passed because I 
\vasonly 19. 

I stayed in hospital alone for a fe\v months. 
Only the doctors and the nurse stayed with 
me. 

When I left the hospital my parents took me 
to a desintoxication centre. There, I met 
Tony, who is here close to me and \vaiting 
for my death ( I can do nothing). He's 
helping me to leave this black hole.

The last three years have been \vonderful 

although I have this illness. The year that I 

came to this centre, my old friends came to 

visit me and they made me feel the most

\vant to sleep and I can't open my eyes 

because the light burns me I only say 

goodbye"

Luis Miguel Garcia Bona is one 
of the best researchers in 
environmental issues. A Doctor 
in Biology, Head of Secondary 
Studies, he has worked as a 
Teacher Advisor for the 
Environment Department of the 
Navarrase Government. He has 
written and published hundreds 
of pieces of outstanding research 
and among them we would like

At the same time, he is the 
founder member and President of 
Gorosti, Nature Study Society 
since 1983. For the last twenty 
years of his career he has taken 
part in many lectures and study 
weeks as a Director, Coordinator 
orAssesor. 



-How long have you been 



working as a teacher at 
Ibaialde? 

I have worked for twenty-two 
years up to now, with twelve or 
fifteen of them at Ibaialde, since 
the foundation of this school. But 
for nine years I have been a 
Teacher Assesor for the 
Environment Department of the 
Navarran Government. Three 
years ago I came back to Ibaialde. 
Before starting here I was in 
Zaragoza for a year and for six in 
Tafalla. 

- When did your love affair 
with Mycology start? 

I studied Biology at the 
University of Navarra and when I 
was in the second year of my 
course, I decided to study 
mycology.

Yes, I think Navarra has a wide 
range of fungi in its region 
because there are 1,800 species. 
Navarra is a wet, humid region 
and there are many types of 
forests. Due to this there is a huge 
variety of fungi in the North and 
South.

The administrative authorities 
have realised that this is an 
interesting part of cultural 
heritage and because of this a 
study is being conducted into 
the economic value of exploiting 
fungi in Navarra. 

- This year you have produced 
the second exhibition of fungi 
and we have been really 
interested in it. Many pupils 
were surprised because of 
their colour, texture and even 
their horrible smell. What is 
the aim of it? 

We have done this experiment 
for only two years and we 
started without a clear idea 
whether this project could be 
interesting for the pupils and we 
tried it out as a pupil had 
suggested it .

They would think that I 
was eating better things than they were and that I was 
very happy. But they were very wrong. I wanted to tell 
them lots of things, but it was too late, probably I would 
never see them again. 



Almost ahvays I could hear a new girl crying 
who was probably thinking about her unlucky life, 
starting to reach the point of suicide, the same thing I 
thought my first days.

INTIMEOFHORRORS 

In September 1936, Adolph Hitler, the dictator of Germany, 
attacked Poland in order to create a German empire around the 
world. That started the worst war of all times : the II World War. 



Warsaw, September 1939 

Elzbieta was 13 years old when it all started. She lived with her 



family in Warsaw. Her father, Karol was a soldier of the army of 
Poland. He was a pilot. Her mother, Anna was a housewife. Elzbieta 
also had a brother and a sister, Boris and Mary. 

At 3 am of lst September the phone rang. Elzbieta's father got up 
and picked the phone up. A few minutes later he went out without 
saying a word. His wife and children didn't understand anything 
until 9 o'clock when they heard the news on the radio: "Germany 
has invaded Poland. UK and France, allied against Nazis. The 
Second World War has started" 

At midday the Government proclaimed the general mobilization 
because the situation was really bad. Every man over 16 had to join 
the army, and Boris was 17. He went to the barracks without 
resistance because he wanted to defend his mother country. He said 
farewell to his family for the last time because he was not going to 
see them again. The war where he was going was. . . a massacre. 

Over the next few days, Elzbieta, her mum and her sister got up with 
the noise of the bombs that the Germans were throwing. The 
beautiful city of Warsaw became a mess. They thought that things 
couldn't get worst until they heard a radio programme talking about 
people who died in the battlefield. While they were listening to an 
enormous list of anonymous dead people, Elzbieta and the others 
were praying. They didn't want to hear the two known names. But 
God couldn't do anything to solve an irreparable thing and after 
some horrible minutes our poor women heard: ...Karol Mijahilov, 
BorisMijahilov... 

They were still crying when the German conquered the capital city. 
Poland had been annexed. Soldiers went from home to home taking 
citizens as prisoners. And Mijahilov family wasn't an exception. 
They were taken to the dark prison of Warsaw. That place had been 
built in order to keep criminals in there. . . but now innocent children, 
women and men were living in it in horrible condition. Bad food, 
drink and hygiene made that place the paradise of viruses like tifus, 
tuberculosis, flu and so on. And all that adding the bad health care 
system made a terrible cocktail. Lots of people died, not because of 
bombs or guns, due to diseases. And Elzbieta's mother couldn't 
resist it and died in the cold winter of 1939-1940. Elzbieta and her 
sister Mary were alone and orphaned. But things got worse in June 
1940 when Elzbieta had to go to Auschlitz and Mary to 
Mauthausen. Bothofthem were going to helL.and alone.

When Elzbieta arrived she saw that all was like a big jail with four 
concentration camps. She was young and non-Jewish so Germans 
destined her to the camp 3 . In it prisoners had to work in a munition 
factory in long working timetables almost from sunrise to sunset. 
Security was very poor so lots of people died or lost their arms 
because of explosions. But she also was lucky because in other 
camps the German SS did tests with prisoners or in Birkenau camp, 
Nazis killed thousands and thousands of Jewish people in gas 
chambers. 

Prisoners lived in deplorable situation. Like in Warsaw, they were 
badly fed and the hygiene didn't exist. But Elzbieta was strong so, 
luckily she resisted. But she wasn't happy. Soldiers violated women 
and she also beared it. Her before-war young appearance 
disappeared and she looked like a 60 years old woman when she 
was only 14. It was her first birthday in the camp and it wasn't the 
last one. But then a sunray appeared in her live. 

In March 1941, she met a boy. He was also 14 and his name was 
Pierre and he got orphan in the French occupation. They had the 
same hobbies and preferences and because of it they became good 
friends. When they were together, time flew. They played together 
and made plansabout what to do when the war had finished. 
Elzbieta wanted to meet her sister Mary again, have a family and 
travel around the world. Pierre wanted to go back to France and get 
married and have his own company, same as his late father. "But 
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when will the war finish? We haven't got any information about the 
war": said Elzbieta one summer night of 1941. "You are wrong": 
answered Pierre. And they fell asleep. 

Next day, Elzbieta was thinking about his friend's words. What did 
he mean? Then Pierre appeared again and he said to have an 
appointment at midnight. She was very intrigued when she arrived 
to the appointment. Then Pierre arrived with a bag. "You said you 
wanted to know how the war is going, didn't you? This will be 
useful": he said while he took a radio from the bag. The young girl 
got very happy. Now she could know how the allied were. Then 
they turned it on and searched for a radio station. And they found an 
interesting program. It was from England, the BBC and it was in 
many different languages like French or Polish. It said news like: 
"Germans have invaded Riga. Japanese have conquered Indochina. 
USA joins to the allied" It wasn't very good news but they didn't 
lose their hopes so their continued listening to the radio programme 
everynight. 

Time passed slowly. The war was being longer than expected. But 
thanks to the radio Pierre and Elzbieta had notice of all things that 
happened: the expansion of Germany, the counterattack of the 
URSS, the advance of USA, the war in Africa, the war in The 
Balkans, the attack on Italy and the capture of Mussolini, the D 
day. . . The war was getting better but in the camp things continued as 
always. Lots of people known by Elzbieta had died and lots of 
Jewish were being killed. But Elzbieta continued growing and a 
very special day arrived: her 1 8th birthday in December 1 944. 

That night as usual they went to listen to the radio programme. Then 
Pierre said to her:"Oh, today's your birthday ! Did you think I forgot 
it? Not at all. I have here your present" And he gave her a kiss and 
said to her: "I love you". "Me too" answered Elzbieta. But then 
something terrible happened. A soldier arrived there and saw them 
kissing and listening to a program of the enemy and due to it he 
arrested them. After a quick trial, they were condemned to 
execution. The shooting would be 27th January 1 945 . 

The time before the fatal time was endless. They were very sad. 
They would not fulfil their dreams, but they were together. And the 
execution day arrived. Our poor couple were really nervous. Then 
the soldiers arrived and the colonel put in a side and said the known 
words: loading...- Elzbieta and Pierre were praying to God-...take 
aim...- they grabbed together-..fi... And a shot sounded... but it 
hadn't shot! Everybody was surprised and looked around. Then 
more shots and explosions could be heard when a soldier came and 
shouted: "The soviets are attacking us!" Germans resisted fiercely 
but the soviets won. Auschlitz had been liberated and Pierre and 
Elzbieta were saved. 



Anywhere in Germany, spring 1945 

The young couple were taken to a soviet refugee camp. They stayed 
there until 8th May 1945 when Germany surrendered after Hitler's 
suicide. Then Elzbieta went to Mauthausen to look for her sister. 
When Pierre and Elzbieta were farewelling, he said to her: "Do you 
remember our dreams? Why don't we fulfil them together?" he said 
taking his mother's ring:" Do you want to marry me?". "Of course" 
she said before kissing him.

After that beautiful event, all went well. They met Elzbieta's sister 
and married in France. Pierre founded his own company and earned 
lots of money. They got married and travelled a lot. And six years 
after the end of the war they had their first son. Then Elzbieta said: 
"Now we have fulfilled all our dreams. I hope we don't have to do it 
again inawar"

When she talks, she speaks slowly, emphasizing each word 
like if it was the first. At the moment, her white thick hair covers 
up her right eye and her mouth is totally closed. The years have 
passed, one after the other, and she isn't the same person as she 
used to be before. Now all her face is full of wrinkles and her big 
eyes have changed into very small ones, they aren't as 
expressive and emotional as they used to be when she was a 
twenty- year- old girl. Unfortunately, Sarah isn't smiling. In 
fact, she is bored and sad. 

I met her when I was eighteen, I was a teacher and you know, in 
the 60s, there were a lot of teachers who worked in villages, 
teaching only a group of about fifteen students of all ages and 
sexes. I was one of those teachers. I had studied a lot in 
Pamplona and when my boss told me that I had to go to 
Ochagavia to live and to teach some children there, I got really 
happy. Well, to be honest, I thought it was going to be amusing, 
changing all my life's way and meeting new people. But, 
actually, I also thought that, at the same time, it was going to be 
really hard. My father used to say: "People from villages are 
always narrow- minded, they never accept new people, 
especially ifthey come from foreign countries". He had lived in 
the capital since he was born and in my opinion, the most 
narrow-minded person was him, he had never met a person 
from a village and he was always saying things he didn't know 
anything about. 

However, I must say that, at the beginning, it was strange for 
me. I arrived in Ochagavia on November 12th, 1952 on a sad 
cold snowy day. The bus left and there was nobody there to help 
me with my luggage. The snow was falling and I was a bit tired. 
Immediately, a girl who had come in the bus behind me came 
and asked me who I was. " What a scoundrel girl!" - 1 thought. 
Soon, I realised that she was a fantastic lass. 

She was about twenty years old and she looked like an angel to 
me. She was extremely kind and she helped me a lot those first 
days when I didn't know anything about the village. We became 
very close friends and we spent some unforgettable moments 
together. When I used to have problems with my pupils, she was 
always there to give me all her support. I knew everything about 
her and she knew everything about me. She gave me advice a lot 
of times; she was a confident and cheerful person. Her wavy fair 
hair and her beautiful big blue eyes were full of happiness. She 
was slim and she used to wear long skirts. I would like to 
continue describing her for ages but the most important thing is 
the friendship we shared. 

Carelessly, one day, one of my pupils' father came to school and 
shouted that I wasn't a good influence for the children. He had 
seen me a lot of times with Sarah and he thought we were going 
out together. The worst thing about all this was that I had lost my 
authority with the children. After then, they were all day long 
following the example of that stupid father and shouting at me. I 
wasn't able to continue teaching them so I left. I just left, without 
saying a word to anybody. If I had been brave enough, I would 
have gone to say goodbye to my friends but I couldn't. I packed 
all my things and, very early in the morning, I came back to 
Pamplona. I even didn't say goodbye to Sarah, although she was 
the person I loved the most. On the one hand, I knew that she 
was going to be angry if I left without telling her something but 
on the other hand, I also knew she would have convinced me to 
stay and I was completely sure of my departure. 
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Nowadays, I can't believe how stupid I was. If I were in that 
situation again, I would stay there and be stronger. Or, at least, I 
would have talked to Sarah for the last time. I have lived more 
than fifty years without knowing anything about her. Happily, 
two years ago, I received a letter from her. It just said: "Iwould 
like to seeyou again. Please come". 

I must admit that although I am an over-sensitive person, I 
haven't been brave enough to come to Ochagavia until today; I 
was a bit afraid of how Sarah would receive me. Maybe she 
would be angry . . . But fmally, I have come, and it has been a real 
disaster! 

Sarah isn't full of happiness like she was. She isn't as cheerful as 
she was; she isn't the person I met for the first time fifty-four 
years ago. Time has killed her. Yes, time is an assassin. She is 
alive but she doesn't live. Please, listen to me, you, you, the 
person who is reading this story. Pay attention! And repeat after 
me: Live\ Again and louder: Live! 

There is only one thing in our world which is important and it is 
the easiest one, to live. Don't let the time win the fight. It will try 
to turn you into a sad and worried person. Never make a bow to 
an assassin like Sarah has done. Life is in pink colour ! Don't put 
dark glasses on your eyes and fight for love!
